Amendment

5 1-35 remain in the examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 

w directed at a method of identifying a tag from a plurality of RF1D tags. The tags receives a first 
at least one bit from the reader to cause the tag to respond to a binary traversal operation with a 
second bit pattern. The second bit pattern is generated randomly. Such method is not disclosed 
or suggested by the cited references. Moreover, performing binary traversal with a key that is 
different from the identification number wherein each bit of the key is randomly generated is 

15 also patentable over the prior arts. As previously indicated, claims 19-20, 25-28, and 33 were 
allowed. Applicant's argument with respect to independent clams were persuasive, and 
therefore, other pending claims were allowed.
